Examiner is not persuaded that there was no motivation to combine the references in the independent claims, as seems to be the main 
argument in the Amendment After Final. As stated in the final rejection, the three references all are related to the field of storage and 
management of objects. Goodwin additionally mentions some heirarchical concepts, such as inheritance and "parent of and "child of 
type relationships (see column 4, lines 26 - 29), as is disclosed in Anglin and Chang. This seems to be an acknowledgement that there 
are other ways to accomplish the storage and management of objects, not exclusively one way. The fact that Goodwin adds additional 
one-to-one, one-to-many, and many-to-one directed type graph relationships does not mean that heirarchical concepts as disclosed in 
Anglin and Chang are exlcuded. This additionaly directed graph type relationships makes the system more robust by being able to handle 
various types of relationships. 
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
